TITLE XX: A NATIONAL PROGRAM 
Title XX of the Social Security Act was stoned into law 
January 4,1975 by President Ford. It provides 2.7 billion 
dollars of Federal funds to be allocated to the states, on a 
population basis, for use in providing social services 
(Indiana's allocation is 67.4 million this fiscal year. July 1, 
1977 through June 30,1978). These services are to be 
directed at the achievement of the following five national 
goals, as defined by Congress: 
I Achieving or maintaining economic self -support to 
prevent, reduce or eliminate dependency 
2. Achieving or maintaining self-sufficiency, including 
reduction or prevention of dependency 
3 Preventing or remedying neglect, abuse or exploitation of 
adults and children unable to protect their own interest. 
or preserving, rehabilitating, or re-uniting families 
4. Preventing or reducing inappropriate institutional care by 


providing for community-based care, home-based care or 
other forms ot less intensive care.

INDIANA’S TITLE XX PROGRAM 
As Governor, I have designated the Indiana State 
Department of Public Welfare as the "single Title XX state 
agency’’ for planning, administering, supervising and 
developing a Title Xx Services Plan. In addition, I have 
appointed a State Title XX Citizens Advisory Committee 
with broad based representation from throughout our state. 
This committee is to advise and give direction to the State 
Department of Public welfare in its development of the 
Services Plan for Title XX. 
To date, an extensive planning process has been carried 
out in Indiana, consisting of the following:

Sabatini has been fixing the 
noses of famous Romans for 
* decades. 
“Some of my patients need a 
new arm , others a new leg and 
a great many of them need new 
heads,’’ chuckled the impish 
Sabatini. “But almost every 
one of those old gentlemen, at 
one time or another, needs a 
new nose.” 
Sabatini, 
like 
his 
father 
before him, is a master artisan 
at the Rome Superintendency of 
Fine Arts. For the past 30 
years he has been responsible 
for the repair and upkeep of the 
thousands of statues, fountains 
and monuments in the Eternal 
City. 
While 
time 
and 
pollution 
exa^t a heavy LAI on the 
Urn ar tile 
treasurer rn 
Rome,- 
^SabBtini 
said, 
“the 
biggest 


are 
vandals 
and 
enemies 
thieves.” 
"Every year thieves chop off 
dozens of heads and hands from 
statues out in the parks to sell 
to art dealers or tourists,” he 
said. 
“But the vandals are worse 
— 
they 
just 
rove 
around 
smashing in faces and things 
for the hell of it.” 
The 49-year-old artisan often 
finds 
himself 
replacing 
the 
same head 
time 
and 
time 
again. 
“Either my work is too good 
or the thieves are too stupid to 
tell the difference,” he said. “I 
imagine that by now my art 
work adorns m antelpieces all 
over the world. ” 
Sabatini blames insufficient 
surveillance, especially in the 
vast ViHa Borghese “gardens,'" fountain 
for the ever-present vandalism. 


“But it would be a terribly 
sad thing if our beautiful pieces 
were carted away to locked 
museums,” 
he 
said. 
“They 
should be left out in the sun for 
those who love them.”

Most of the statues Sabatini 
works on are between 400 and 
500 years old. 


Hobbyists Specialize In Rare FruitGrowing 


MIAMI (UPI) — Bill Whit­ 
man made a big splash with his 
“miracle fruit” several years 
ago, but the message he was 
preaching went unheard. 
The fruit Whitman showed at 
news conferences and on a 
television show, was a 
red 
berry about the size of a jelly 
bean that could m ake a lime 
taste as sweet as a 
honey 
orange. 
He believes real potential for

commercial 
development 
still exists. In an interview, 
Whitman said it m ay replace 
sugar some day, and the public 
is missing a good

growing it. 
“ I think anyone could grow 
the miracle fruit in their home, 
even in places where there’s 
snow outside.

NEW YORK (UPI) — For watch anything they want on 
millions of American children, television, any tim e.” 
the shadow of fear is a constant 
companion, and it looms largest 
for those whose daily routine 
includes

television, a Temple University 
survey indicated Tuesday. 


The survey, conducted by 
Temple’s Institute for Survey 
Research under sponsorship of 
the 
Foundation 
for 
Child 
Development, 
revealed 
two- 
thirds of the 2,200 children 
interviewed expressed fear that 
“somebody bad” might get into 
their homes 


A fourth of the children said 
they 
were 
afraid 
someone 
would hurt them if they went 
outside to play, and m ore than 
half said they were afraid when 
their parents argued. 
Researchers conducting the 
survey said the 
num ber of 
children sampled represented a 
scientfic cross-section of 17.7 
million boys and girls, aged 7 
to ll. 
Dr. Orville G. Brim, presi­ 
dent of the foundation, said the 
survey found the highest level 
of fear in children who watch 
television for four hours or 
e on, ,v/4^kd»ys 
and he 
recommended federal action to 
protect young viewers from the 
negative effect.

R ichard Dixon, chief of the 
hospital infectious disease sec­ 
tion, at a news conference.

sergeant 
was 
adm itted to Ft. 
McPherson 
Army Hospital here Sunday. 


George Flowers, 49, a ware- 
housman,

Sunday 
at 
leorgia Baptist Hospital, from 
cardiac arrest He also suffered 
upper gastrointestinal bleeding. 
"We don’t know the diagnosis 
or the cause of death," Dixon 
said. 
Both men experienced fever, 
nausea, diarrhea and vomiting 
symptoms common to many 
illnesses, Dixon said

confused and suffered seizures.

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Is Women 9s Lib Still Alive In France?

PARIS (UPI) — The women’s 
liberation movement got off to 
a splashy start in France more 
than two years ago and then 
faded out of the limelight. 
What happened? Some disap­ 
pointed women 
charge that 
male 
politicians 
buried 
the 
movement. 
But 
the 
new 
government 
official in charge of women's 
affairs, Nicole Pasquier, insists 
the original goal of a five-year 
plan to draw women closer to 
equality with men is being 
implemented, 
starting 
with 
rewriting school books. 
“Equality between men and 
women in five years in France 
— of course, that is not possible 
and that was never what our 
goal meant,” Mrs. Pasquier 
said in her small office in the 
prime minister’s building. 
“Equality is a 
m atter of 
education and 
it 
will 
take 
longer than five years. We have 
to start with the little boys and 
girls.” 
It was in July, 1974, that the 
newly inaugurated 
President 
Valery Giscard d’Estaing, cog­ 
nizant of the blooming move­ 
ment for women’s rights in 
France, made the revolutionary 


move 
of 
naming 
magazine 
editor Franchise Giroud as the 
world’s first ministerial-rank 
official for women. 
As secretary of state for 
women’s rights, Mrs. Giroud, 
with world-wide fanfare, drew 
up a list of 101 changes for a 
five-year plan 
to alter 
the 
French man-woman inequality. 
The cabinet, all male except 
for the health minister, in May, 
1976, approved all the proposals 
but one, which called for girls 
to do a sort of national military 
service. 
On Aug. 27, Mrs. Giroud, 
after a scant two years in 
power, suddenly was named, in 
a government shuffle, to be 
state secretary for culture. 
Mrs. 
G iroud’s 
Women’s 
Rights 
m inistry 
vanished. 
Another job was created at a 
lower 
rank, 
“delegate 
for 
women’s rights,” and given to 
an 
unknown 
city 
council 
member from a small town 
near Lyon, Nicole Pasquier.

Pasquier the job of “putting 
into effect or into study” the 
IOO proposals of Mrs. Giroud.

Mrs. Halimi, in fact, said 
women’s lib has expired in 
France except for a current 
anti-rape campaign that she 
herself started. 
Mrs. Pasquier’s version is 
that “Mrs. Giroud was given a 


minister’s rank because the 
country had many new things 
to accept: it was difficult to 
create a program for women.” 
She 
herself 
was given 
a 
lesser 
rank, 
she explained, 
because “now the initial phase 
is over, the program for women 
has been launched. Everybody 
in 
the 
government 
cabinet 
agreed on it and it is being put 
to work.” 
Mrs. Pasquier’s explanation 
for her office being located in 
Lyon, with two days work each 
week in Paris, is that the move 
is part of Giscard’s plan to 
decentralize the government, 
not 
an 
attem pt 
to 
sweep 
women’s lib under the rug. 
Mrs. P asq u ier, a youthful- 
looking 45 years old, with short 
straight hair and casual clo­ 
thes, currently is supervising 


the rewriting of French school- 
books by the Education Minis­ 
try. 
“The old books show father 
coming home from work, tired, 
while mother does the washing 
and the other servant chores,” 
she said. 
“We 
want schoolbooks 
to 
show actual life. Children are 
marked 
for 
life 
by 
the 
photographs and television they 
see. 
“We want history books to 
show 
women 
prominent 
in 
French history, such as Olympe 
de Ganges, guillotined during 
the 
revolution 
because 
she 
wanted to participate in politics 
and speak in public. Women did 
not have the right to do so in 
those days.” 
Another project is encourag­ 
ing women to run in F rance’s 


1977 municipal and 19/8 parlia­ 
mentary elections. Mrs. Pasqui­ 
er deplores the fact that city 
councils of France include only 
4.6 per cent women and yet 52 
per cent of the voters are 
female. In the national govern­ 
ment, only three per cent of the 
senators are women — eight 
out of 264 — and only 1.9 per 
cent of the National Assembly 
deputies are women — nine out 
of 473. 
“Six years ago I was refused 
a political task because I was a 
woman with children. But now 
France 
is 
changing. 
More 
women 
want 
to 
stand 
for 
election. 
Young, 
old, 
even 
young women with families 
want 
to 
participate,” 
she 
added. 
Mrs. 
Pasquier 
thinks the 
increase in 
the 
number of 


working women is one result of 
women’s lib. The number of 
women who work or who seek 
work soared 33.6 per cent in 
France in 1976 compared with 
the year before. Many of these 
were girls seeking work for the 
first time. 
“More 
and more families 
send their daughters to univer­ 
sity where, like the sons, they 
can learn a profession,” she 
said. “Women over 40 who went 
only to prim ary school can only 
work as manual laborers or 
saleswomen, not very well paid. 
This in time will disappear. The 
more a woman studies the 
more she wants to work.” 
She believes girls want to be 
secretaries or nurses because 
they were taught in childhood 
to be submissive. 
“We want to chance women’s 


impressions 
of 
work. 
They 
should enter metallurgy, mass 
transport, construction, decora­ 
tion, butchery, baking — only 
18 per cent of the students at 
the state bakers’ college are 
women. That is very regretta­ 
ble.” 
Mrs. 
Pasquier is a child 
psychologist. 
Married 
to 
a 
doctor, she held up her own 
career until their three children 
were teen-agers. 
She broke into politics as a 
city council member for six 
years 
in 
her 
town 
in 
the 
suburbs of Lyon. Then she was 
asked to work with Mrs. Giroud 
on the women’s program. 
“Women’s condition now is 
perhaps what men have made 
of it,” she reflected. “But in 
the future surely it will be what 
women will make of it.”

MONTREAL (U P I) - Come 
rain, come snow, come sleet, 
come icy blow. You don’t have 
10 worry about the w eather if 
your vacation 
plans 
include 
M ontreal 
even 
d u rin g 
the 
wintry m onths 
Weather bad? 
Don’t hiber­ 
nate— go underground. 
For M ontreal stopped talking 
about 
the 
w eather 
and 
did 
something about it long ago — 
11 built a still-expanding under­ 
ground "c ity ” 
in a climate- 
controlled environm ent free of 
I he sound, sm ells and hazards 
of surface traffic. 
Currently there a re six major 
below-surface com plexes linked 
by the rubber-tired silent trains 
of M ontreal’s 
m odern 
Metro 
whose spanking clean stations 
are decorated 
with 
various 
forms of art w orks, and not 
garish graffiti. 
All told, there a re about five 
miles of underground arcades, 
lined with hundreds of stores 
selling just about everything, 
restaurants, bars, snack shops, 
theaters, m ovies and subter­ 
ranean 
entrances 
to 
major 
banks, hotels and office buil­ 
dings. There also a re under­ 
ground parking areas. 
It was winter d am p and cold 
outside during our recent visit. 
But we strolled — heavy coats 
open or over our 
arm s 
— 
through wide brightly lighted 
pedestrian prom enades as dry 
and as snug as the proverbial 
bug in the rug. 
Authorities 
say 
that 
in 
addition to providing w eather­ 
proof 
shopping 
and 
other 
facilities, the com plexes have 
helped 
reduce 
traffic 
and 
pollution in congested down­ 
town 
M ontreal 
since 
most 
visitors use the M etro. Fare on 
the Metro — and the surface 
bus system — is 50 cents. A 
book of 13 rides sells for only 55 
and is good on both subw ay and 
bus. 
The first underground pede­ 
strian walkway w as opened in 
1962 under P lace Ville Marie. 
By 1990, the underground city 
system is expected to link up 
IOO of downtow n's 
185 acres 
wilh more than seven miles of 
promenades, 
shopping 
malls 
and Metro stations. 
I flew to M ontreal from New 
York via Air C anada as a guest 
with other travel w riters to see 
the latest addition — a $102 
million complex nam ed LaCite 
on the fringes of historic Mont 
Royal 
The complex includes the 500 
room 
Loews 
Hotel 
LaCite, 
which opened in tim e for last 
sum m er’s O lym pics, an ap art­ 
ment building with 1,352 units, 
a sports club w ith indoor and 
outdoor pools, 
g y m n asiu m , 
tennis and squash courts and 
saunas. 
Still 
building 
underground 


was tho Prom enade Lucite, a 
.shopping center on two levels, 
with 
Ho 
shops, 
restaurants, 
flanking 
facilities 
and 
three 
movie theaters. Plans call for a 
1,000-car garage on a 
third 
level below and a three-bloek 
sheltered walkway to a nearby 
Metro station. 
Preston Robert Tisch, presi­ 
dent 
of 
Loews 
Corp., 
who 
accom panied the travel w riters 
on an inspection tour of LaCite 
complex, noted that with the 
proxm ity 
of 
800-acre 
Mont 
Royal park "offering outdoor 
sports and recreation, and the 
facilities of Club LaCite av aila­ 
ble to guests, our hotel is really 
a self-contained resort.”

Admirers have been bringing 
Polish sausage e v er since the 
teen-age idol of the 1960s wrote 
and recorded "M y Melody of 
Love," a hit song with Polish 
and English lyrics. 
Since that tim e, about a year 
ago, Vinton has m ade more 
mention of his ethnic heritage, 
though it doesn’t alw ays work 
to his advantage.
